Dr.  Baker  Addresses  English  C 

"The  fundamental,  normal,  avern  - 
universal  life,  or  exactly  describ- 
ing what  people  are,  makes  great 
literature,"  said  Dr.  Franklin  T. 
Bak-.-r,  speaking  informally  to  th^ 
senior  English  major  class  in  Miss 
Nixon'  s  room  Thursda;/  afternoon, 

Miss  Nixon,  a  former  student  of 
Dr.  Baker  Introduced  the  speaK^r, 
remarking  that  sh°  learned  most  of 
what  she  knows  of  lit -rat ur^  fro] 
him. 

Dr.  Baker  Is  head  of  the  En  ;lish 
Department  of  Teachers  College, 
Columbia  University,  and  a  special- 
ist in  the  field  of  elementary  and 
secondary  English.   He  is  here  to 
advise  in  re-working  the  courses 
in  these  fields  in  the  Teachers 
Colleges  of  Massachusetts. 

Although  elderly,  Dr.  Baker's 
spirit  belied  his  age.   His  chatty 
talk  gave  evidence  of  his  wide 
background  and  was  enjoyed  Immense- 
ly by  the  seniors. 

There  are  four  elements  which  Dr. 
Baker  searches  for  In  his  novel 
reading:  1.  Illusion,  or  on  the 
part  of  the  reader  'a  willing  sus- 
pension of  disbelief;  2. the  theme," 
3. the  type:  4. the  quality. 

The  speaker  illustrated  these 
elements  with  discussions  of  many 
novels . 

There  follows  a  few  of  the  keen 
criticisms  which  Dr.  Baker  made : - 

0. Henry  wrote  about  a  dozen  good 
stories  -  the  rest  of  his  works  are 
sheer  trash. 

If  you  do  not  discover  the  illu- 
sion, the  story  has  failed. 

"Tobacco  Road" -a  current  drama 
playing  to  enthusiastic  crowds  on 
Broadway- is  a  horrible,  disgusting- 
ly unreal  drama. 

Modern  fiction  tends  to  present 
some  theme  of  interpretation  which 
amounts  to  a  criticism  of  life. 

If  a  story  is  inevitable,  it  is 
the  test  of  a  good  novel. 

If  nothing  from  a  book  remains 
your  memory  after  reading  it,  the* 
book  is  a  failure  -  either  the 
author's  or  reader's  fault.
